Governor John Patterson has leveled some serious accusations at | 
the Federal Bureau of Investigation. In a recent newspaper release ; 
he urged the voter registrars of Alabama not to cooperate with agents 
of the FBI in their civil rights investigations. 

The governor also claimed the investigations were being carried 
on for the sole purpose of gaining Negro voter support in the North 
for Vice President Nixon. 

It seems that Governor Patterson cannot disagree without being 


disagreable. And, he is becoming famous for tacking a political con- "^ 


notation to anything that happens to be opposite to his point of view, 
especially if it will make headlines. 

We share the governor’s views on segregation, but we take ex- 
ception to his unwarranted attack on the FBL 

For many years now the security of this nation, at home and 
abroad, has rested in the hands of the Federal Bureau of Investi- 
gation. The Bureau has done a creditable and commendable job in 
time of war, and the same holds true in time of peace. The “politi- 
cal” label has been branded to the Bureau many times in the past. 
It didn't stick then, and it won't stick now. 

Agents of the Federal Bureau of Investigation act as no more 
than fact finders If sufficient evidence is present to show violation 
of a federal Jaw, they will present the facts to a federal grand jury. 
If the evidence is not present, they withdraw and ‘close the file. It’s 
as simple as that. They have nothing to gain, nothing to lose. Spite 
and malice play no part in Bureau investigations. 

Governor Patterson, above all people, should consider — 
defamation and accusation without proof as a grave professional mis- 
demeanor. The people of Alabama and the rest of the nation 
net.gaing to blind themselves to the long and honorable

President John Kennedy’s ad- 
ministration Thursday picked a 
South Central Alabama county 
where Negroes outnumber white 
persons for its first court action 
involving voting rights. 

The Justice Department peti- 
tioned U.S. District Court in Mo- 
bile for an injunction to ban dis- 
crimination against registration of 
Negro voters in rural Dallas (Sel- 
ma) County. b 

Judge Daniel H. Thomas set a 
hearing for May 29 at Selma on 
the government's motions. 

Atty. Gen. Robert F. Kennedy, 
who signed the petition along with 
other federal officers; said at 
Washington: 

“We attempted to ‘work this out 
with officials in Alabama, but 
were unable to do so. Where there 
is failure to have voluntary com- 
pliance by local authorities, we 
will seek legal action, as we have 
done in this case.

A. Introduction 


In April 1961, the United States of America filed 
suit under 42 U.S.C. 1971(a) alleging discrimination on 
the part of the Dallas County Board of Registrars. On 
November 15, 1962, the District Court denied the requested 
relief, but issued an injunction whereby the Board was 
to allow rejected applicants to apply again for registra- 
tion after sixty days from the date of their rejection. 
The United States appealed from this decision and on 
September 30, 1963, the Fifth Circuit Court of Appeals 
directed the District Court to enter a decree enjoining 
the members of the Board and their successors from any 
act or practice intended to result or the probable ef- 
fect of which would be to result in racial discrimination. 
The District Court complied with this order on November 1, 
1963. On March 6, 1964, the United States filed a motion | 
in District Court for an order requiring the Board to 
observe specific requirements and for a finding of a KR 
pattern or practice of discrimination. Two copies of 
this motion are attached. The purpose of this investigation 
is to obtain white witnesses for the hearing on this motion 
which is set for March 30, 1964, at Selma, Alabama. Please 
make available to Mr. Sutin or Mr. Doar of our office at 
Selma on or before March 24, 1964, the results of your 
investigation (including the statements given by the 
interviewees, handwriting specimens and the application 
forms used in the interviews). Also make all 302*'s and

B. Registration Background қ Ñas 18 1964 
At the time of trial, Dal’ D bunty had a voting — 
аре population of 29,515 of w ch 14,400 were whites and 


15,115 were Negroes. There were 8, 597 whites qualified 
to vote; there were 242 Negroes qualified to vote. 
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Total registration in Dallas County as of March 1964 
is about 9,200 whites and about 300 Negroes. 


Since the trial of this case, at least 175 of the 
Negro rejected applications were fiied by Negroes with 
twelve or more years of education, including twenty-one 
with sixteen years of education, and—o-ne—wi-t-h—en—M-r-^, 
This included eleven Negro school teachers and at least 
twenty-two Negro typists and file clerks. Almost 50% 
of the Negro applications have been rejected for unsatis- 
factory answers to oral questions (of a political or 
governmental subject matter) asked by the Board of Regis- 
trars. By contrast, of the applications filed by white 
persons only about 9% were rejected for unsatisfactory 
answers, Those rejected for missing oral questions in- 
cluded about 91 Negro and about 22 white high school 
graduates and about 22 Negroes and about 3 white persons 
with sixteen or more years of education,  Negroes are 
still being rejected for technical errors and omissions 
in answering the questions regarding the applicant's 
loyalty, even when the applicant signs the loyalty Oath. 
Negroes receive no assistance from the registrar in 
filling out their application forms and are not allowed 
to discuss their answers, The attached information 
sheets indicate, however, that there is a likelihood 
that at least some white persons have been receiving 
some sort of assistance from a registrar or from some 
other person.

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C. Investigative Request 


It is requested that you obtain responsive state- 
ments from all of the prospective witnesses listed in 
Attachment A. It is requested that signed statements 
be obtained whenever possible. Copies of the application 
forms needed to conduct this investigation are attached 
to this request. These application forms constitute a 
part of a government exhibit to be introduced at the 
hearing of this case and it is requested that no marks 
be placed upon them and that they be returned to us with 
your report in this investigation. А tab is attached 
to each form indicating the respective interview or inter- 
views in which the form is to be used. 


Attachment B consists of 27 séparate information 
sheets, each of which relates to a prospective interviewee 
who was registered in 1963. Please obtain from each 
prospective interviewee a responsive statement with 
preference given to the order in which the prospective 
intervieweeá are listed. 


The information sheets contain comments based on 
a thorough analysis of the application of each inter- 
viewee and of other applicants, particularly those who 
applied on the same day as the interviewee. These com- 
ments set forth an analysis of the application form 
including a description of those indications of assistance 
found on the interviewee*'s application form. These 
sheets also seek information in addition to that set 
forth below in the general request. These information 
sheets are for use by the interviewing agents and should 
not be exhibited to the interviewee. 


Attachment A is a list of the prospective interviewees 
with footnotes which set forth those interviews for which 
it is requested that the same agent participate in several 
particular interviews. 


Most of the information sheets request certain hand- 
writing specimens to be obtained from the interviewees. 
Please return these specimens to the Department with the 
report of your investigation. 
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Since at least August 1962 to the end of September 
1963, the Board of Registrars of Dallas County has 
asked the applicants for registration oral questions. 
These questions were taken from the minute book of the 
Board. They are listed in Attachment C of this request 
and are also typed on cards. The questions are ail of 
a political or governmental subject matter. There 
usually appears on each application form of accepted 
applicants the words "Question - OK" or similar words 
in the upper left-hand corner of the third page of the 
application form. It is our understanding that a 
registrar writes this on the form to indicate that the 
question was answered to the satisfaction of the Board. 
It is requested that you ask all of the prospective ine 
terviewees who applied between May 1962 and November 4, 
1963, whether they were requested by a registrar or 
some other person to answer either orally or in writing 
one or more of the questions listed in Attachment C (or 
any other question of a political or governmental nature 
not on the application form). If so, ascertain what 
the question (or questions) and answer (or answers) 
were, who asked the question, at what stage of the 
registration process the question was asked, and generally 
ascertain in detail the circumstances surrounding the 
asking of this question. Attachment C shouid be used 
by the agents only for their own referral. The cards 
containing the questions should be used by the agents 
to refresh the recollection of the interviewee if that 
is necessary. The cards are used so that in the event 
the interviewee cannot remember what the question was, 
or whether a question was asked, he can refresh his recol- 
lection by looking at the questions that were asked in 
the past, one at a time. 


Beginning about October 28, or soon thereafter, 
it appears that the Board.of Registrars began giving 
applicants a written phrase (Article IX of the United 
States Constitution), and requesting that the applicant 
interpret this phrase in ordinary language. Article IX 
is also in Attachment C; it is the last question or 
phrase listed. It should be with the application forms 
of each interviewee who applied on November 4, 1963, 
or thereafter, on an insert page. Ascertain in detail 
the circumstances surrounding the interviewee's inter- 
pretation of Article IX (or of any other article or 
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passage that the interviewee had to read, write, or inter- 
pret), including who gave the interviewee the passage, 

and the conversations that took place between the inter- 
viewee and the registrar or any other person concerning 
the passage. 


Each person should be interviewed for the following 
information in addition to that sought in the attached 
information sheets. The interviews should not be limited 
to the specific information sought by the request where 
it appears during the interview that additional facts 
would be relevant to the purpose of this investigation. 
Also, the agents should interview persons other than 
those listed as prospective interviewees when it becomes 
apparent that those other persons have important information 
relating to the purpose of this request, except in the 
case of the defendant registrars. 


1. The following background information should 
be obtained from the interviewee even though some of 
the information is set forth in the information sheets 
and on the interviewee*'s application form. 


(a) Address and telephone number, 
(b) Age and period of residence in Dallas County. 
(c) Present occupation. 
(d) Educational background. 
(e) Military service. 
(f) Prior arrests or convictions. 
(g) Marital status (including husband's name 
and occupation). 


2. Determine if the interviewee was ever previously 
registered, and, if so, where and when. Determine how 
many times the interviewee has applied (or attempted to 
apply) for registration to vote in Dallas County. (If 
the interviewee has applied or attempted to apply on 
occasions other than those discussed in the interviewee*s 
information sheet, obtain the information sought in this 
investigation also for those other occasions.) 


3. Where did the interviewee go to register. If 
he states he went to the registrar's office in the county 
courthouse, he should be asked sufficient information 
concerning the description of the registrar's office to 
substantiate his belief that he applied in the registrar's 
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office. Тһе courthouse is in Selma, Alabama. If one . 
walks in the door that faces the Federal Courthouse and - 
014 Post Office Building, he will find the registrar's 
office to be the second office on the left, on the first 
floor. Inside of the registrar's office, there are two 
rooms. There is an inner room and an outer room separated 
by a wall and a door. If the interviewee did not go to 

the courthouse, full details should be obtained regarding 
where and when he applied, who was present, and under 

what circumstances his form was filled out and submitted. 
(During the remainder of this request, it is assumed that 
he applied at the county courthouse.) 


4. Did someone accompany the interviewee to the 
courthouse. If so, who was this person (or persons) and 
what is the interviewee*'s relationship with that person 
(for example, is he a fellow employee, employer or a 
relative). About what time of day was it and on what 
day of the week, (Under 1aw the Board meets on the 1st 
and 3rd Monday each month, and also the first week in 
July, 30 days in precincts during October and November 
in odd-numbered years, and 10 days in January in even- 
numbered years.)

If he saw a notice, 
where was it and what did it say. If someone told him, 
who and under what circumstances. Where did the inter- 
viewee go in the courthouse and how did he learn that this 
was where he could register. Some of your agents have 
worked photographing records in the Dallas County Court- 
house, and should be familiar with the physical layout 
of the registrar's office. 


5. What occurred when the interviewee arrived at 
the registration office. Did he know any of the registrars; 
if so, which ones, and how does he know them; if not, 
how did he learn which persons were the registrars. 

(The names of the registrars since the trial in 1961 

are Atkins, Bibb and Allen.) Did the interviewee have 

to wait before receiving his form from the registrar, 
and, if so, how long, where and why did he have to wait, 
Were other persons also applying for registration. If 
so, about how many and where were they (for example, were 
they at tables, how many at each table, how many were 
filling out forms, how many were waiting). Were the 
registrars in the same room as those filling out the 
forms. How many registrars were there and where were 
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they іп the room in relation to those persons who were 
applying. Where did the interviewee fill out his appli- 
cation form in relation to the other applicants and to . 
the registrars. Were there any lines formed of persons pw 
waiting to register to vote. If so, did the interviewee n ыы ' 
wait in line. How long was the line, and who made up | 
the 1ine. If the interviewee did not wait in line, as- 
certain the circumstances under which and the reasons 
why the interviewee was allowed to register early before 
those persons in line. 


6. Ascertain in detail the procedures experienced 
by the interviewee in registering to vote and in particular 
the contacts with the registrar from the time the inter- 
viewee first talked to the registrar until the interviewee 
left the courthouse. 





о (а) Ascertain the circumstances under which the 

` interviewee received the application form. What conver- 
sation did he have with the registrar (or any other 
person). Did the registrar ask him his name, where he 
lived, where he was born, how long he had lived in Dallas 
County, whether he had been in the service, where he 
worked, how old he was, whether he had been arrested or 
convicted of any offenses (Q2 of the Supplemental Appli- 
cation for Registration and Oath on page three requires 
the registrar to affirmatively establish whether the 
applicant has been convicted of a disqualifying offense) 
or any other questions relating to the іпбегуіемее "8 
qualifications. Did the registrar ask the interviewee 
whether he had ever been registered to vote before. 
(State law requires the Board to notify any Alabama 
County where an applicant is currently registered that 
the applicant has registered in another county.)

examination or that he could not talk to anyone or ask 
any questions.) 


(b) What occurred while the interviewee's appli- 
cation form was filled out. Did the interviewee talk 
to the registrar or any other person while filling out 
his form, and, if so, who, when during the registration 
process and what was the nature of their conversation. 
Did the interviewee find any of the questions confusing, 
ambiguous or difficult to understand, and, if so, did 
he discuss them with the registrar or another person, 
who and what was the nature of their conversation. (For 
example, your investigations in other Alabama counties 
have shown that applicants are often confused about the 
question relating to date of residence in state, county 
and precinct. The question is worded in a confusing manner, 
many persons are not sure of what "bona fide" or "resi- 
dence" mean or they are not sure whether the answer 
requires the date when they came to the state and county 
or when the required period for legal residence had 
elapsed. Applicants are confused about listing duties 
and obligations of citizenship as they think there may 
be certain specific ones to be listed. Many applicants 
are confused by the question about giving aid and com- 
fort as it is grammatically ambiguous and many also 
find the question relating to the priorities of the 
duties and obligations difficult as many persons do not 
know what "secular" means and some are not sure of the 
meaning of "priorities". Applicants also fail to list 
their name or address in an answer because they have 
listed it at other places on their form and they feel 
it is not necessary to list again. Records analysis 
and investigations have shown that applicants in other 
counties will leave questions on the form unanswered or 
incomplete or list incorrect answers and leave them 
unchanged unless they discuss the questions and answers 
with a registrar or another person. This has been true 


_ with the well-educated as well as the poorly educated, 
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and particularly with the latter. The information sheets 
focus on those parts of the interviewee's application 
form which indicate possible assistance, but investi- 
gations have shown that much of the assistance received 
by an applicant often may not be determined from the 
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form alone.) Did the interviewee, while filling out his 
application, take it to a registrar and talk to him about. 


the form or did a registrar come to where the interviewee ~~ 


was filling out his form, and if so, what was the conver- 
sation between the interviewee and the registrar. Did 
the interviewee refer to an application form which was 
already completed while filling out his form, In those 
cases where the interviewee did not fill out his form, 
determine who filled out the form, why this procedure 

was followed and where the form was filled out with 
respect to other applicants. Determine whether the regis- 
trar was present when this procedure was followed and 
whether the registrar had knowledge this procedure was 
being used. Ascertain the exact procedure followed 

which enabled the person who filled out the form to ob- 
tain the personal information about the interviewee. 
Determine how long it took the interviewee to complete 
the filling out of his application. If other persons 
were also applying, ascertain what procedures were being 
followed with respect to these other persons. (For example, 
did the registrar walk among them and talk to them or 
give them instructions or assistance as they needed it;

Did the registrar indicate to the interviewee that he 
should sign on the dotted line under the Oath; did the 
registrar tell the interviewee he was under oath when 
he signed his name; did the registrar know the interviewee 
was signing the Oath and did he observe the interviewee 
- sign his name under the Oath. Determine why the inter- 
viewee signed this dotted line under the Oath (for which 
there are no instructions on the form indicating that 
portions should be filled out and signed by the inter- 
viewee).

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Answers similar to these have been given by other white applicants for 
registration on the same registration day and on other registration days. 
Previous cases and the original trial in this case set forth proof that 
assistance or instruction was given regarding the question calling for 
the duties and obligations of citizenship where the applicants had very 
similar answers to that question. Ascertain whether assistance or 
instruction was given by a registrar or some other person to the inter- 
viewee (or to all the applicants in the room as a group) regarding the 
question calling for the duties and obligations of citizenship.

It is our understanding that the registrars have been asking 
oral questions (not on the application form) to the applicants. The 
writing at the top of page three of the form, "Question OK", appears 
to be the Board's indication that the applicant answered tbe question 
satisfactorily..

I, John Doar, being first duly sworn, say: 
1. І am an attorney for the United States Depart- 


ment of Justice and an attorney of record in the case 


of United States v. Atkins, et al., Civil Action No. 2584, 


in the United States District Court for the Southern 
District of Alabama, 

2. Under my supervision, investigations into 
voter registration procedures and practices in Dallas 
County, Alabama, have been conducted and the voter 
registration records filed with the Dallas County Board 
of Registrars between May 1962 and November 18, 1963, 
have been analyzed. 

3. Based upon our analysis and investigations, 

I am informed and believe that the facts are as follows: 

(a) The percentage of rejections by the defendants 
of applications for registration has more than doubled 
since the trial in 0,5, v. Atkins which was concluded 
on May 4, 1962. Up to the time of trial, the defendants 
had rejected 39% of all applications filed by Negroes 
and 9% of a11 applications filed by white persons. 

From the time of the trial to November 18, 1963, the 
defendants have rejected 80% of all applications 

filed by Negroes and 18.5% of а11 applications filed by 
white persons. Total registration in Dallas County 

is now about 300 Negroes and about 9,200 white persons. 
Appendix I, which is attached hereto and incorporated 


herein, shows these statistics in more detail.

to register, but the average number of persons allowed 


to Ғі11 out forms was thirty-six. In previous years 





up to 148 applications had been processed in a single 
day. 

Applications are filled out ih а room which at 
most can accommodate six bei iC I know of no 
effort by the defendants to arrange for facilities 
adequate to accommodate the large nunber of prospective 
applicants. Some applicants have had to wait in line 
on two or three days before they could fill. out appli- 
cation forms. On October 7, 1963, over 200 persons 
waited in line to register, of whom at least 170 were 
Negroes. The registration records photographed by 
the United States indicate that seven white persons 
and one Negro were registered that day; thirteen white 
persons and thirty-three Negroes were rejected. About 
140 persons did not get an opportunity to fill out 
application forms. 

(g) The notice which the defendants send to the 
rejected applicants normally states that the applicant 
"failed to answer correctly one or more pertinent 
questions". Applicants are not notified which questions 
or which tests they missed. ` 

4. I am informed and believe that in February of 
1964 the defendants began using a new application form 
which includes a test on the knowledge of government, 
an oral reading test, and a test of writing from 
dictation. 

5. I know of no documents filed by the defendants 
with this Court which contain a set of standards the 


defendants plan to use in grading the questionnaires 


or tests.

U. S. Court of Appeals in September, 1963, the District Court 
entered a decree enjoining the members of the Board from 
further racial discrimination on November 1, 1963. On 
March 6, 1964, the Department filed a motion in District 
Court for an order requiring the Board to observe specific 
requirements and for finding a pattern or practice of 
discrimination in the Board's present activities. A hearing 
on this motion is scheduled for March 30, 1964. In connection 
with this hearing the Department has requested that we obtain 
27 responsive interviews of recent white registrants who have 
been accepted by the Board. We have conducted extensive 
investigation of a similar nature in Dallas County in support 
of previous legal action. We have also photographed 
registration records up to date in Dallas County. ;

At the time of the trial іп Мау 1962, Dallas County had а / 
voting age population of 29,515, of whom 14,400 were white per- 
sons and 15,115 were Negroes, 8,597 white persons were registered 
voters; there were 242 Negro registered voters. As of March 1964 
there are approximately 9,200 white persons and about 300 Negroes i 
registered to vote, From the date of the trial in May 1962, until 
our last photographing of records on March 19, 1964, 640 applica- 
tions have been filed by Negroes of which 566 were rejected (88%).

The Mobile Office was advised of this 
and instructed that the matter be closely followed to insure that the 
Bureau would have advance notice of any activities planned by SCLC 
and that the office should make certain that sufficient personnel 
and photographic equipment were available to provide full observation 
of any demonstrations or other organized activity. 





On December 28, 1964, a reliable source of the Birmingham 
Office advised that a massive protest was scheduled to take place at 
Selma, Alabama, beginning at 4:00 p.m. /on January 2, 1965. The protest, / 
is to be led by Reverend Martin Luthe ing, Jr., and several civil 
rights organizations representing cities‘all over Alabama are expected 
to be present. The source advised that the protest is to be a "kick-off" 
for a state-wide protest aimed at securing better voter registration 
opportunities for Negroes, 


King, who is president of SCLC, accompanied by Reverend 
Abernathy and Reverend Lee who are both connected with the SCLC were 
in Montgomery, Alabama, on the morning of December 28, 1964, where they 
met with other personnel of SCLC from the State of Alabama. The meeting 
was concerned with outlining a program of voter registration campaigns 
sponsored by SCLC to take place in rural Black Belt Alabamas»oounties. 
Selma, which is in Dallas County, Alabama, is in the Black Belt area.

TEMPORARY RESTRAINING ORDER 


Plaintiffs filed on January 22, 1965, complaint under 
Title 28 U.S.C., Section 1343(3) and (4), and Title 42 U.S.C., 
Section 1971(a) and (b), as amended, and Title 42 U.S.C., Sec- 
tions 1981 and 1983, seeking temporary restraining order, and 
preliminary and permanent injunction against the defendants, 
their agents, employees, and successors, praying that the de- 
fendants be enjoined from arresting, prosecuting, and refusing 
to discharge from bail, the persons who have heretofore been 
arrested and from harassing, intimidating, threatening and co- 
ercing or interfering in any way with the attempt of the plain- 
tiffs and the members of the named classes either to register 
to vote or as registered voters to vouch for those attempting 
to register to vote, or to encourage registration for the purpose 
of voting, and to persuade voting registrars of Dallas County to 
comply with the Constitution and laws of the United States secur- 
ing United States citizens the right to vote, as well as the or- 
der of this court in United States v. Atkins, Civil Action No. 
2584. The complaint also seeks such other, further, additional 


or alternative relief as to the court appears just and proper. 
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Motion for temporary restraining order was filed with said com- 
plaint. 

The issues raised in the instant action are substantially 
similar to those raised in Civil Action No. 3438-64, United 
States v. James C. Clark, Jr., Sheriff of Dallas County, et al., 
which has been tried to a three-judge court, and is now under 
submission to said three-judge court, and the time for the filing 
of briefs by the United States and by the defendants has not yet 
expired. This district judge, sitting as a member of said three- 
judge court, heard testimony in said three-judge court for a 
total of six and a half, plus, days, and is therefore quite 
familiar with the issues presented as they existed on December 
22, 1964, that being the last day on which testimony was heard 
in the three-judge case. 

Considering the testimony heard in the three-judge case, 
and the affidavit and counter affidavits submitted in the instant 
case, together with matters of public record and common knowledge, 
the court is of the opinion that it is quite familiar with the 
facts concerning issues raised by this complaint. Armed with 
these facts, this court believes that neither the plaintiffs nor 
the defendants have made or are making a sincere effort to obtain 
the registration of qualified voters of Dallas County in an or- 
derly and effective manner. 

Unnecessary arrests have been made, provoked by unnecessary as- 
semblage of people at improper places. People legally entitled 
to register should be permitted to do so in an orderly fashion 
calculated to produce that result. And this court intends to 
see that opportunity is afforded. 

People who are interested in encouraging people legally 
qualified to register have a perfect right to lend such encourage- 
ment; and as long as this is sought through peaceful assemblage, 
Buch assemblage is not to be illegally interfered with. This 
court intends to see that such interference is not exerted. 
Violence on either side wil) not be tolerated by this court. 
Interference with peaceful assemblage will not be tolerated 


by this court. Unreasonable assemblage in, and in the immediate 


2. 
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vicinity of, the Dallas County Court House, such as to interfere 
with the orderly dispatch of business in said court house, will 
not be tolerated. 

The Board of Registrars of Dallas County was open for the ^ 
registration of applicants, as provided by law, on January 4, 5, 
6, 11, 12, 13, 18, 19, and 20, On the 4th, six applicants 
appeared in line for registration, four white and two colored; 
on the 5th, six applicants appeared, all white and no colored; 
on the 6th, five applicants appeared, one white and four colored; 
on the llth, four applicants appeared, one white and three colored; 
on the 12, six applicants appeared, two white and four colored; 
on the 13th, eight applicants appeared, one white and seven 
colored. 

On the 18th, prior to approximately 11:30 a.m., nineteen ap- 
peared 1n line and conducted themselves in an orderly fashion-- 
all white. On the 18th, at approximately 11:30, a large number 
of persons (295) appeared in the vicinity of the court house, 
and many of them became engaged with Sheriff Clark in a senseless 
discussion of which was the front door of the court house. On 
the 19th, 161 appeared, and only 23 were processed--18 colored 
and 5 white; on the 20th, 60 appeared, and only 18 were processed-- 
all colored. 

The Board can process only во many applicants a day. (In- 
cidentally, this court feels that the maximum number heretofore 
processed daily is entirely too few, and must be speeded up; but 
this is an issue in another case and not the instant one.) If 
so large a number were honestly seeking registration on the 18th, 
19th, and 20th, no sufficient reason has come to this court why 
some of them could not have appeared on registration days in 
which the Registrars had practically no applicants to process. 

Only a person twenty-one years of age ava older has a legal 
right to seek registration as a voter. Only a resident of Dallas 
County has a right to register as a voter in Dallas County. Only 
qualified electors have a right to vouch for one seeking to re- 
gister. Everyone qualified to register who wishes to do so has 
a right to apply, and this court intends to see that that right

is legally and fairly afforded. But the right must be sought 
in an orderly, workable fashion. 

What has heretofore been said applies to applicants, both 
white and Negro. Those seeking to register and those seeking ` 
to act as vouchers will form an orderly line, not more than 
two abreast, from the entrance of the office of the Board of 
Registrars down the corridor of the court house in a line most 
direct to and through the entrance of the Lauderdale Street door, 
оп а "first come, first served" basis, for the white or colored. 
The Sheriff's office is directed to issue each such person a 
consecutive number from one through one hundred; and such persons 
are to be admitted in the office of the Board of Registrars numer 
ically. Such persons do not have to remain in line to keep their 
priority. They may leave the line and return to it, so long as 
they are present when their number is reached. Those in line who 
are not processed at the close of business, will maintain their 
same priority on the next day the Board meets. Those who leave 
the line and do not return in time for their numbers to be called, 
will likewise have their same priority numerically the next day 
the Board legally meets. 

Any person getting in line or seeking to get in this line 
for any purpose other than a sincere effort to become a regis- 
tered voter or to vouch for someone in line, will be considered 
in violation of this order, and will be so dealt with by this 
court. This, of course, includes persons who know, or should 
know, that they have no right to become registered voters of 
Dallas County, or no right to vouch for those who seek to register. 
This, of course, would not include children who would neces- 
sarily have to accompany their parent or parents on such an 
undertaking. 

Those interested in encouraging others to register to vote 
have the right peaceably to assemble outside the court house, 
but shall not do 80 in such a way as to interfere with lawful 
business expected to be transacted in the court house. Such 
persons also have a right to peaceahly assemble without mo- 


lestation, and will be permitted to do so; but violence, either

by слове so assembled or officers entitled to surveillance over 
such assemblages, or on the part of outsiders, will not be 
tolerated at such assemblage. 

Not only are such assemblages entitled to occur, but those 
so assembled are entitled to have lawful protection in such 
assemblage. 

This order in nowise is intended to interfere with the legal 
enforcement of the laws of the State of Alabama, Dallas County, 
or the City of Selma. But under the guise of enforcement there 
shall be no intimidation, harassment or the like, of the citizens 
of Dallas County legitimately attempting to register to vote, 
nor of those legally attempting to aid others in registering to 
vote or encouraging them to register to vote. 

In this order, I am not categorically listing "do's and 
don'ts". This order is written in what I hope is layman's 
language. But there should be no doubt in the mind of anyone who 
reads it as to what is intended by and what will be enforced by 
this court. 

Now, therefore, it ів ORDERED, ADJUDGED AND DECREED that 
the parties and those in privity therewith are enjoined in ac- 
cordance with the principles and rules herein set forth or out- 
lined. As to such parties and privities, this order has the force 
of a restraining order. 

Further ORDERED that this restraining order is to remain 
іп effect until the three-judge court rules on the case it 
has under submission (United States v. James C. Clark, Jr., 
Sheriff of Dallas County, et al., Civil Action No. 3438-64), 
or until further orders of this court.

The above article also stated that Robinson 
reportedly had been an organizer for the NSRP in the Dallas, 
Texas, area, and that he had led picketing of desegregated 
lunch counters, and was arrested in 1963 in connection with 
picketing of the Dallas, Texas, School Board. It was also 
stated that while employed as an attendant at his father's 
service station in March, 1963, Robinson had been arrested 
in connection with a cross burning incident at Richardson, 
Texas. 


The Birmingham News, in its Late Final Edition 
for January 21, 1965, on page 1, carried an article cap- 
tioned "Man who slugged King badly beaten". This article 
reflected that James George Robinson, of 1865 Bessemer 
Road, who was described as a 27 year old member of the 
National States Rights Party, who assaulted Martin Luther 
King in Selma, Alabama, on Monday (January 18, 1965), had 
been severely beaten by a white man at a Central Park 
(Birmingham, Alabama) beer tavern, according to Birmingham 
Police.

"The above picture shows the black king and his 


comrades conferring with President Johnson. Could 


it have been at this meeting, or one like it, that 
the master plan was developed to make the white 
race of the South get on its knees to the black 
race? 


The master plan is unfolding in Selma, Ala. as 
follows: First: By violating local laws the 

blacks cause themselves to be arrested, en masse, 
and this gives them an excuse to get an injunction 
against the sheriff, Jim Clark. They used the old 
communistic line of 'police brutality' to win their 
point. The federal judge granted the black king 

his wishes by enjoining Sheriff Clark from interfer- 
ing with the voter registration drive.

"Second: The black king purposely violated the law 
So as to have himself arrested. He knew this act 
would give world wide attention to him and the 
Selma battleground. 


"Third: The black king complained that the voter 
registration literacy test, which had been prepared 
by the Alabama Supreme Court, for both white and 
black voter applicants, was too hard for the blacks. 
He said that it slowed up registration. So, in 
order to meet the black king's wishes, a federal 
judge ordered the Dallas County (Selma) Board of 
Registrars to speed up voter registration by 
processing at least 100 per day and to STOP USING 
THE LITERACY TEST. The judge's order said ‘this 
court also wishes to make it clear that any rejected 
negro applicant from this date forward may apply 
to this court for registration'. This вірпе act 
was a tremendous victory for the black king as it 
marks the beginning of the end of the white man's 
political rule in Alabama and the South. 


"Fourth: The black king announced that the blacks 
are going to register all their own people. These 
registrants will vote in an election, held by 
them, to select black representatives and black 
senators from each district in Alabama. They sre 
going to attempt to have more votes for each of 
their black representatives than were received by 
the white representatives. These black represen- 
tatives will attempt to be seated at the May 4th 
session of the Alabama legislature. 


"The master plan lists cities and counties where 
training and organization will be stressed. Тһе 
cities are: Anniston, Birmingham, Dothan, Gadsden, 
Huntsville, Mobile, Montgomery, Talladega and 
Tuscaloosa.

"The black demonstrations in Selma have been only a 
preview of what is planned for every county in 
Alabama. By the time May 4th arrives there will 
be literally hundreds of thousands of well trained 
black demonstrators from 10 years old up ready to 
march through Alabama to the State Capitol at 
Montgomery. 


"On Feb. 5, 1965, in Selma, shortly after the black 
king had himself released from jail, I witnessed a 
sample of what will take place in every city and 
county in Alabama. I saw 450 negro students, rang- 
ing from age 12 to 18, each carrying a sign, parade 
to the court house. There they lined up on the side- 
walk three or four lines deep and facing the street. 
Sheriff Jim Clark read to them an injunction, issued 
Tuesday by Judge Hare, which prohibits demonstrations 
in or around the court house. After he finished 





Í A reading the injunction the sheriff asked the black 
$ children to leave the court house grounds. They

: E ing. He warned them the second time. They still 


shouted and sang defiantly demonstrating their con- 
tempt for the law. The sheriff, carrying out his 
duties of enforcing the injunction, therefore issued 
an order placing them all under arrest. The sheriff's 
posse and the city police marched the demonstrators 
off to the armory singing and shouting as they went.

This group had Р 
marched fróm Brown's Chapel, African Methodist Episcopal Church and were led 
by C. T. Wivian, Southern Christian Leadership Conference (SCLC). 





As the group marched into the courthouse they demanded to see the 

' registrar and were stopped on the courthouse steps by Sheriff James Clark. 
Clark read an order which had been issued on February 3, 1965, by Judge James A. 

E Hare, which order prohibited further demonstrations in or around the Dallas County 
LN Courthouse. He also stated that the demonstrators who assembled or tried to 
gather in the vicinity of the courthouse would be charged with contempt of court 
and if they failed to disperse immediately they would be arrested; that this order 
was issued to preserve the peace and dignity of ihe court. The demonstrators 
ignored Clark's reading of this order, knelt down and prayed at which time they 
were arrested by the Sheriff, who then marched them into a courtroom in the 


courthouse where they are at the present time.

ASAC Jordan subsequently advised that additional school children 
had joined this group and that at 2:19 p.m. Eastern Standard Time, Sheriff 
Clark had arrested 450 school children. Jordan advised these school children 
had marched to the County Courthouse where they congregated, at which time 
Sheriff Clark read the above-referred-to order of Judge Hare and told the 
school children they should disperse. He waited for a short time to give them 
an opportunity to disperse and when they did not do so arrested the entire group 
and they were being taken to the old armory for processing. 


Assistant Attorney General Doar observed this arrest and at the time 
of Jordan's call, Doar was en route to the Holiday Inn to meet with the group of 
Congressmen who were to be in Selma today.

On January 2, 1965, the Southern Christian Leadership 
Conference (SCLC) led by Martin Luther King, Jr., initiated a voter 
registration drive in Selma, Dallas County, Alabama, for the purpose 
of encouraging Negroes in Dallas County and the so-called Black Belt 
counties of Alabama which are in the area surrounding Selma. Since 
that date, more than 3,500 Negroes have been arrested in Selma, Dallas 
County, and several hundred have been arrested in adjacent Marion, Perry 
County, Alabama. Demonstrations have been occurring on an almost daily 
basis in Selma since January 2, 1965, and in the last several weeks in 4 j 


Marion County.

SELMA, ALABAMA, U.S.A. 


Thirteen days ago I joined forty-eight other people at the County Courthouse 
in Dallas County, Alabama. We were there to exercise our Constitutionally- guaranteed 
privilege of petitioning for redress of grievance. We had the further protection 
of a Federal Court order restraining Sheriff Jim Clark from interfering with our 
right to assemble to petition the Board of Registrars, Although Sheriff Clark had 
ignored this order on previous occasions, we had heard that he was planning to 
abide by it on the day in question. 


On this particular day we were protesting the use of an "appearance book", 
As of February 8 this book must be signed by anyone seeking to register to vote in 
Dallas County. The potential voter is then notified of the date on which he can 
make a second trip to the Courthouse to fill out the registration forms. We were 
protesting becsuse this puts an unfair strain on Negroes. Twelve thousand whites 
have been allowed to register in Dallas County without ever having to go through 
such а process, There are only two or three thousand whites of voting age who are 
not registered, but there are about fifteen thousand voting age Negroes not regis- 
tered. Thus, the “appearance book" seemed to be a part of the state-wide strategy 
to maintain the predominance of whites as registered voters by raising the 
registration requirements to ridiculous levels. 


That's why, when we got to the Courthouse, we silently lined up and went 
inside. Опе by one the local people were admitted to the Registrars! office. 
One by one they declined to sign the “appearance book", thereby indicating that the 
group saw no reason why people covld not just as well be registered as sign а list 
for an appointment. 


Finally Sheriff Clark could stand it no longer, and he barred the way to а 
local minister who was one of the leaders of the group. "You're making a mockery 
of this", he said, "If you don't want to sign the book get out." With that he and 
his deputies and posse-men began to shove and curse all of us who were inside the 
building. Using rict tectics, they attempted to scatter us, driving us out onto 
the sidewalk with cattle prods and billy clubs, shoving us against cars and 
bouncing me off a parking meter. 


As we stood there, re-grouped in an orderly line on the sidewalk, it was 
frightening to see all the symbols of hatred, bigotry and oppression. There was 
the swastika on the belt buckle of a posse-man. There were the billy clubs and 
cattle prods in the hands and hanging from the belts of these deputized hocligans. 
The leers on their faces ard the steely stares of their eyes were at least matched 
by the loathing obviously felt by one vitiful old man they allowed to walk up to 
me and make a rude noise and a gesture that he must have thought was suitably 
obscene. This was law enforcement, Alabama style. 


After recovering from the confusion that he himself had created, Sheriff 
Clark borrowed a portable loudspeaker from the Police, and addressed us as we stood 
there in a silent line. Reading us a court order against demonstrations and 
assemblies in and about the Courthouse, he said "I order you to disperse." Nobody 
moved. "You're all under arrest." With that we were marched upstairs, booked, 
tried and convicted without benefit of attorney. The charge was contempt of court, 
although the court had not been in session. By the time the trial was over, however, 
we were contemptuous of the court: a kangaroo court, a court in which passion and 
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opinion were substituted for facts, a court in which legal procedure an! justice 
were both mocked. 


You have heard about the rest: the days in the County Jail and 
unheated Camp Selma. You heve heard about the toilet that was constantly getting 
stopped up, about men an?! women in their seventies арі eighties forced to sleep 
on cold concrete floors while mattresses and blankets were stacked just outside 
the door. You have heard about the two meals а day of black-eyed peas and corn 
brad. You have heard about the one tub of water, our sole source for washing 
and drinking. You have heard about all these things and mony more. 


How did it feel to face such conditions, especially when told that they 
were deliberately bad? How did the group holà up under such harassment anc bru- 
tality? I think that in the response of this and other groups of prisoners one 
can find the essence end meaning of the freedom movement. 


There was unhappiness, there was complaining = but to а very limited extent. 
All of us, I think, had low moments and compleine? some, but very few complained 
chronically. Instead, we accepted the conditions almost joyfully. If they could 
inflict it, we could take it, for unearned suffering is indeed redemptive. 
Furthermore, at every opportunity we confronted our jailers with what they were 
doing, and I think we reached a few of them. We did our best not to cringe before 
them, but to ask for our rights. We tended much more toward pity than to anger. 


Here is the heart of the matter. The Jim Clarks of this world are people 
to be pitied, not scorned, They appear to be very sick people, people so warped 
and distorted as to be partially inhuman. Because of this they strike fear into 
a person's heart, for there is no telling what they may do; but to the members 
of the freedom movement in Selma, Alabama, Jim Clark is also pitiable because he 
himself seems not to know how to keep his passions in check. 


The freedom movement, the Negro revolution, is in a sense an attempt to 
save, to redeem the Jim Clarks. How long can а man go on brutalizing other men 
when those men insist that they still love him? How long can a man continue to 
be a beast when those he considers his inferiors insist on behaving like men? 

It is the hope and aim of such leeders es Dr. King not only іс gain civil and 

political rights for Negroes, but to gain a new humanity for all Americans, bleck 

and white. Their aim is — humiliate the white southerner, but to win him over. 
о 

Of course this is а difficult process. Аз James Baldwin has pointed out, 
it ironically demands of those members of society who have been most deprived anf 
most injured, thet they be the best trained and the least vindictive. From the 
standpoint of logic this makes no sense, but from the standpoint of human dynamics 
1% makes superb and magnificent sense ап! is working. 


Southern Negroes, who for centuries have managed their white folks by 
shuffling their feet anî saying, "Yassuh, boss", are now confronting white 
southerriers directly, man-to-man, with forthright demands. Southern Negroes 
are learning that they too can be called "Mr." or "Mrs." There is a new dignity, 
а new sense of being a person thet is loose like an infection among these people. 
To the loc^l whites it may mean, "The niggers are getting uppity." To the Negroes 
it means thet for the first time since their great-great-great-great grandfathers 
were stolen from Africa, they nee! not be ashamed to look into а mirror and see 
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a black face. What an overdue revcluticn this is: not to believe one's society 
when it tells him thst he is despicable. 


Am I beirg too extreme? I can hear the voices of moderation raising the 
questions now: "Surely nrt all the "hite people in Selma are Jim Clarks? Surely 
they аге not all rabid racists?" These are good questions to ask, лпа it is 
important to answer them ғп4 to incorporate the answers into our picture of Dallas 
County, Alabama. 


I did make a point of talking with some of the whites in Selma: two police- 
men, en Fpiscopalian minister, а man in 2 camera store, арі a third or fourth- 
generation blue blocd who gave me а thirty minute tour of histcric Selma. I got 
some idea through the loc^l press of what the mayor, the newspaper publisher, and 
other leaders thought. 


Most cf these people ars ashame? cf Jim Clark, am thet's to their credit. 
They dcn't like to see tho goon name cf their torn spoiled by the way he is carrying 
on and beating up people. 


On the other hand ston? scme less pretty facts. First of all, they have 
done nothing whatsoever to stop hin. Scecn3, they have not dealt in росі faith 
with the Negroes. Third, I suspect that most of them have trie?! to avoid the full 
fects of Jim Clark's brutality, an? on the other han? the justice of the demands 
of the Negro community. 


In the face of crisis in thcir town, in some cascsin their jobs, these 
people are abdicating responsibility. Нс” c^n ycu cl^im to disapprove of men 
like Clerk cnd his deputies if уси іс nothing tosstop them, but merely sigh an? 
hope the whecle problem vill go avay? Нот can you deny 2 request for more then 
twelve hours а month in which tc register if there are thousants of people risking 
arrest to demonstrete their ecsire tc register? Нс“ far cen you pass the buck for 
conditicns right under ycur ncse? One time when thc chairman cf the Board of 
Registrars heard thet a delegation was ccming te coll сп him I am $019 that he 
tried іс slip out of his offic? an? hide from them. If he felt his position was 
just, why was he running avay? 


Some cf the people arc incr-dulcus when ecnfrcnted with some of the facts, 
for they hove denied the existence cf such bestial behavior. They cannot really 
believe th^t Jim Clark cr3er^3 the flocr cf cnc priscn сотр flcciec so that the 
high school students being herded in woul? either heve te stand up all night or 
Sleep in pocls of water, It someho" Aces nct ecncern them that virtually all the 
Streetsin the white sections cf town are paved, but that virtu^lly all of the 
streets in the Negro sections of torn аг? unpaved, becoming quagmires with a few 
hours of heavy rain. They Яс not know or саго ^bout such men as one Negro prisoner 
in the county jail who has been held for twenty-seven months without even being 
taken befcre the Grand Jury and indicted. 


These "gco?" white people бо not want to know the facts. These "good" 
white people try to do nothing 2bout the facts when they do know them, These "good" 
white people do not, when they аге finally forced to act on the facts, do the just 
thing. 
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Suppose ycu hear your neighbor calling cut for help, in obvious distress. 
At first you try to tell ycurself that that there is nc one calling. Then you 
decide that although your neighbor is calling for help, it is not convenient fcr 
you tc help him, Finally, уси go next door am help the assailant dispose of your 
neighbor's body. 


This is the typical scuthcrner's answer to tho cries of Negrces for justice 
and brotherh-c?. Hc may cling tc the myth that "our nigras are happy," despite 
the thousands cf m^rching fect "hich argue otherwise. He may decide that he 
either cennot or vill nct spe^k out in suppcrt of the claims, however just. (This 
is scmetimes called 'mcaeraticn".) Ani, finally, he ends up supporting the Jim 
Clarks an? th> Governor Wallaces, supporting them апл acquiescing by his silence 
in their programs of deprivaticn, intimiüstion, апа repression. 


This mcrning I heerd on the ra?ic that Governor Wallace h^? bravely spcken 
out, prohibiting night-time demcnstreticns sc that people will not get besten up 
as they 111 а couple cf deys арс, If Governor Па асе is really interested іп 
keeping ?emonstr^tions from erupting into violence, he can order his State Highway, 
Patrcl nct to sten? by watching апл псі tc assault the Negrcos themselves. If 
Governor Wallace were really intereste? in law ani crder, I vould have expected 
а few werds from him when he spoke in Selma after the issue was publicly joined 
there. Governor "allacc has no right to spo^k cut rgrinst any ^àemonstraticn by 
Negroes for their rights until he stan’s up an? is ecunted fcr a little "law an? 
order" thet is not simply "white man's law and crier" at the expense cf the rights 
of the Negroes. 


One can Рес] smug an? mcrally supcrior whcn viewing such a тап, The typical 
white southcrner seems little better. Neith:r the Governcr nor the mon in the street 
takes arms against justice. Yither silence cr equiv^eation is the response. 


Yet, to foel thus, is tc buil? © castle for one's ego on nothing cther than 
quicksan’?. Есу we are all in this positicns denying the more brutal realities, 
refusing to act cn then, finally acquiescing tc them. 


Here in the Nerth there is segregaticn, there is virulent prejudice, there 
is deprivation built int^ the structure cf the socicty. But we deny these facts, 
just as Maycr S8mitherm-n runs from the truth about Selma. Неге in the Ncrth the 
most pot-holed streets orein the ghett-es. Неге in the North the society deprives 
slum children of the готей12] education thet would enable them tc escape the slums. 
Here in the North pclico brut^lity is mero apt tco strike а slum dweller than a 
suburbanite. Thc inequities arc still 211 here, anit whet is more, we hice the 
victims. The typic^l white scutherner cannct reclly escape contect with Negroes, 
ecntact which shoul? bring some awareness of tho awful facts. Here in the North 
we hide the Castirdaly Явейв as custom, person l choice, апі social pattern. 
rather than law, em wo really know n- Negrces; we white suburbanites do not let 
ourselves get closc enough to any Negroes to see the scars ferme? by rejection and 
rebuff. | 


Or let us sey that we are "real liberals". We know a Negro. We acknowledge 
that there is de facto segregation in the schools. We contribute to the denomina- 
ticnal Freedom Fund. Are we nct free of guilt? 
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It seems to me that vc are not. rory knoving all, we have still done 

little. We heve dcne little abcut Boston. Те hove done little abrut Selma. | 

we know the facts about Selma, an^ hundreds of other places. We could take up 
the crusade against their injustices with less fear of reprisal than those who 
live there,ani twe гєтоіп silent. I jcine? in the crusade іп one town in опе 
state, for two wcoks, and pecple thought I was somehcv courageous арі exemplary. 
І was not. “ere I to live up to my ргоГеззей ide*1s I would have stayed there; 
I woul? nct have withdrawn from the battle until it was von. 

"e are,in scme ways, less guilty then Jim Clark. “е Ао less to promote 
Segregation thon hc dees. Yet we know that segrepg3tion is wrong, £n? he is not 
yet blesse? vith thet insight. "е know thrt he is in noe? of redemption, and he 
Joes not. If we are less guilty cf cvert action than Jim Clark, we arz more 
guilty of nct acting 2lthough knowing we shoul^. 


In point of fact, the hum^n enimrl is so put together that we 7111 probably 
never live up to such obligaticns, “e "ill probably always deny the immediacy of 
unpleasant chellenges. In thst sense we are sinful, being less sensitive to wrong 
when it is injuring cur brother then when it is injuring us. 


That means thet Negroes are going tc h^vo to be the leaders in the strugele 
for rights an? human cecency. They ere the ones who are oppressed, who cannot 
rotreat from this battle, because they arc the battlegrceund. 


But we песЯ not be completely sinful, we need not be completely insensitive 
to wrongs inflicted on cur brother, en? we nee? nct let Negroes fight the battle 
for their rights an? thc souls of white Americ2 entirely on their own. Fach of us 
each day shoul? ask himself how far he is gcing to ignore injustice on that day. 


Maybe then, on one day, he will be moved to act, to rebel against the 
existence cf injustice as an integral pert of the workings of his society. 


But, even if he is not move? to act, - if after asking himself whether he 


Will acquiesce again to the existence of evil as a part of the social fabric, ae 


answer is affirmative - he may at lezst feel the burden of guilt. 


Selma, Alabama, is a long way from Massachusetts. But the evils of which 
Selma is but one example are not unknown to us. Once the facts are known to us 
there is an inexorable logic which places the burden of guilt upon us until we 
act to bring change. If we are not working on the problem, we are part of it, 
in need ourselves of being changed.

Major John Cloud, Commander, State Trooper Division, 
Alabama Department of Public Safety, testified in the hearing 
before U. S. District Court in Montgomery on 3/16/65 and 
stated that he did not see troopers strike marchers and both 
marchers and troopers fell on the road.

Some marchers 
at the rear of the line had started to retreat over the bridge 
but the main formation remained seated huddled together. 


Troopers again converged on the lead group. Several 
troopers were seen striking blows with their nightsticks without 
any apparent provocation other than the fact that the marchers 
would not disperse, At this time the troopers were still 
wearing gas masks, With this action the marchers began to 
disperse in various directions, the majority retreating over 
the bridge. Dallas County mounted posse members chased them 
into areas on both sides of Highway 80 East and pursued them 
over the bridge. The marchers were pursued by mounted posse 
members back to the area of Brown's Chapel AME Church. 

En route they were reinforced by foot posse members who had 
been on standby at the foot of the bridge in the downtown 
Selma area, 


This is an accurate description of the events that 
occurred in the confrontation at the bridge. It is supported 
by the photographs which have been examined relating to 
activities at the scene. None of the troopers were observed 
to have fallen in dispersing the demonstrators, however, a 
picture in "Life" magazine for the current week does depict 
a state trooper in a prone position, This picture, a copy of 
which is attached, possibly supports Cloud's comment that 
marchers and troopers both had fallen, however, perusal of 
the picture indicates the trooper could possibly have stumbled 
and had not fallen as a result of any action of a marcher 
against him, 


RE FBI AGENTS PRESENT AT MEETING WITH CLOUD AND LINGO: 


Cloud's testimony concerning an Agent's attendance 
at a meeting with him and Lingo is unspecific in nature and 
the activity he purports to describe is not identifiable 
Agents in Selma and in particular cne mora mec md Lac 

were in contact with bo oud an ngo 

prior to confrontation at the bridge on 3/7/65. The 
purpose of the contact between state officials and Bureau 
Agents was to ascertain plans of the highway patrol for the 
handling of the confrontation with the demonstrators who were 
planning to march to Montgomery, Alabama.

The Reverend Luening said, "The period after a crisis is

He said representatives would be on hand from all faiths,

For the last four years the wiolent method has been applied to the “em of public accommoda- 
tions, and has proven itsel. sctive in this area. We have come to re ге that segregation in 
public accommodations was a S, „Кош rather than a cause. Ном we are trying to apply the method of 
nonviolence to the problem of disenfranchisement which has plagued the Negroes in the South for 
almost one hundred years. Thus we hope to deal with the cause of most of the problems that face 
Negroes. We feel that íf once the negroes ín the South gain the right to equal representation in 
government, many of the problems that are not being dealt with by the southern racist governments 
can and will be dealt with by moderate whites, and negroes who have not a chance to get into office 
as long as negroes are kept from freely registering to тобе. 


l. PROGRAM - The negroes of Alabama will be organized tato a unit that can effectively carry out a 

state-wide nonviolent campaign. Therefore, the program will consist of organizing around the 

issues: 1- Taxation without representation; 2- Mass nonviolent education; 3- The conducting of free- 

dom registration and mock elections to send men to the House of Representatives and Senate of Ala. 

to represent negro people; 4- The execution of a mass direct actíon program that will dramatize 

these issues. 

A. All organizations and affiliates that are interested should invite SCLC and other civil rights 
organizations into the state to help conduct such campaigns. 
1. A newspaper will be published for wide distribution ín Ala. 2. Medical and legal help shall 
have been contacted for the Selma operation. 

B. The Project will hold a state-wide meeting to discuss the issue of equal representation in 
government. 
1. In this meeting, a committee should draw up a "Declaration of Freedom." 2. An Advisory Board, 
consisting of religious, civic and civil rights leaders should be formed. 

C. Announcement and Inítiation. 
1. The Advisory Board will take the Declaration to Gov. Wallace, asking that he immediately 
remove all barriers that keep Negroes from full participation in government. 2. A press state- 
ment will be made concerning the Declaration. 3. 200,000 copies of the Declaration will be 
distributed throughout the state, mostly to negroes. 4. As soon as possible, newspaper ads 
should be taken in the 21 counties of the heaviest negro population. 5. The king-Douglas Work- 
shop will start operation. 6. The Advisory Board and the Project should know by this time what 
they must have from the May & and after confrontation. 

D. Selma Operation: 
1. The Advisory Board and the Project in Alabama will then make known that they plan to register 
all Negroes through a Freedom Registration Drive - starting with a state-wide mass meeting to be 
held in Selma, Ala. 2. A fact sheet will be gotten out of Selma, its past problems, and present 
situation; to be distributed to Selma residents, selected individuals in Alabama, the press and 
northern supporters. 10,000 copies. 3. At the state-wide meeting, held in Selma, arrests will 
be made, as there presently exists an injunction against 3 or more individuals meeting together. 
The arrests and violence should be interpreted as an abridgment of freedoms fought and won in 
the Revolutionary War, but able to exist today because officials are not responsible to citizens of 
the state, those citizens not having the right to equal representation or the right to vote. 
Arrests should continue over months to create ínterest ín Freedom registration and Freedom Vote. 
After Dr. King is in jail, a letter dealing with bombings, violence, not being represented, etc., 
should be widely distributed to Negroes in Alabama (Letter from the Selma Jail). At the proper 
time the Advisory Board and Project LeaderB shall formally declare that the problems of Selma 
and other similar Blackbelt areas will only be resolved when Negroes participate in the govern- 
ment of Alabama. On May 4th, with the opening of the Alabama Legislature, the seating of present 
legislators and senators will be cballenged and emphasis and major action will shift from Selma 
and other similar towns and counties to Montgomery. 4. During the arrests and Freedom Registra- 
tion in Selma and other areas, Dr. King and other top Civil Rights leaders will tour the state, 
appearing at mass meetings and making crystal clear the objectives of the state-wide project. 
5. 100,000 Project Brochures will be distributed throughout Alabama to Negroes and whites. 
6. Trainees from the King-Douglas Nonviolent Workshop and Project workers will already have 
started developing 21 counties, establishing contacts for the precinct organization to come. 
7. Mass meetings, film showings and nonviolent workshops begin with rotating speakers and films, 
co-ordinated through the Montgomery offíce.

1. Counties will be broken into beats and precincts; precinct leaders, block captains, and block 
workers secured. 2. 300,000 Freedom Registration forms, 300,000 "Free Citizen's Cards" saying, 
"Having taken part in the Freedom Registration of Alabama, this certifies that I am a Free Citizen 
entitled to all the rights an American citizen is entitled to." 3. The 8,000 Freedom Registra- 
tions posters shall be distributed throughout the state, having the candidates’ pictures and a 
statement of our state-wide objectives.

Marion To Keep The Peace, 
Whereas The TV Critters Were There To Manufacture 
* News As Well As Report It

WE ARE WEARIED by the manner ín 


which our fellow editors—whether they ' 


be on newspapers, in television or on 
radio—complain so bitterly when hurt in 
the line of duty. This has been true all 
over the South, but we speak specifically 
on the trouble in Marion a few nights 
ago, and how, even before the facts 
could be learned, these news media be- 
gan sending into Gov. Wailace bitter tel- 
egrams calling for protection of their 
hired help. 

It is time for someone to speak out 
against this silliness, and we intend to 
do it, as best we can. We'll start by 
saying that these news-gathering people 
have got to face up to the fact that, 
while crying to high heavens about cer- 
tain rights, they also have a responsi- 
bility to the public which they have sore- 
ly and tragically neglected. That respon- 
sibility is sober, fair and objective re- 
porting. 

We have been in active newspaper 
work for more than 40 years, and never 
in all that time have we seen public 
faith in the accuracy ғай veracity of 
our newspapers at such a low point. 
Even worse than the lack of faith in the 
newspapers is the lack of faith and con- 
fidence in our later news media—tele- 
vision and the radio. 


AND WHY SHOULDN'T this faith and 
confidence be at а low ebb? . 

We have been both to Selma and to 
Marion several times within the past 10 
days, and we have talked with dozens of 
responsible men and women in both com- 
munities, and almost without exception 
they are distressed by the u.dair picture 
which has been nainted for both of these 
communities, and in a few cases they 
have been incensed by what they regard 
as a deliberate attempt by the television 
people not to report news but to manu- 
facture it. 

It is obvious that a few newspaper peo- 
ple got pushed around and even hurt in 
Marion during the outbreak last week, 
but if these news people are going to ac- 
cept such jobs, and if they insist upon 
being at the focal point of any trouble, 
they have got to accept the dangers 
which go with these jobs. - 

During the recent wars, dozens of news- 
paper reporters were actually killed while 
on duty, but we do not vecall that their 
companies fired off telegrams to tbe gov- 
ernment demanding special guards for 
them. : 


“ht 


Over at Marion, a mere handful of 
law enforcement officers faced a mob 
of hundreds of Negroes, marching under 
the protective cover of right, on a small 
county jail. These officers demanded that 
the Negroes disperse, knowing full well 
the danger which such a mob offered to 
‘the entire community. Instead, the mob 
Aeaders insisted that the Negroes defy 
the law, and the outbreak followed. Since 
‘when have mobs, hysterically marching 
on a jail, whether to lynch or to free 
ithe prisoners therein, been an accepted 

of the pattern for law ard order in 


country. 


THE WORDS ARE distasteful, but to 

all this current “revolution” in the 

uth anything other than a civil war, 
even though it be a mild one at this 
point, is to be euphemistic. With tem- 
pers on edge as they are, every mob 
which gathers, every demonstration which 
is allowed to take any limits which it 
likes bears in itself the grave possibili- 
ty of a bloody and tragic battle. 

It was almost that way at Marion. The 
state troopers’ were called into Marion 
to keep the peace, and *hey did it. They 
were a mere handful, but they did their 


job. If, during the conflict which did take 
place, a few newspaper and television 
people got hurt, it was unfortunate, but 
it should not be used as an indictment 
of either community or state. In a time 
like this, what do these news gatherers 
want? Do they expect a snecial press box 
set up on the courthouse square for their 
convenience? 


We have at least one incident in which 
a reporter got hurt and charged that 
State troopers watched ¿he attack with- 
out coming to his help. The he was gww- 
en by the disclosure that the white civilian 
who attacked him was actually arrested 


-and jailed by a local роћсетап. - >>: 


As for the television peopie, they de- 
serve a special chapter. They not only 
want their story; they want their own 
little picture—and what they have done 
in the South in recent years in getting 
this picture, at the expense of a whole 


people, is worthy of a special study. 


Too often, in too many parts of the South 
has there been evidence of staged dem- 
onstrations, just as the cameras begin 
turning. 

The whole Negro “revolution” depends 
on visual publicity, on pictures which can 
be shipped North for propaganda purpos- 


es, and we hereby charge that, certain- 


- 


ly іп some cases, these television com- 
panies are not merely reporting and de- 
picting the news, as they should be by 
&ny responsible standards, but that they 
are actually manufacturing it. 

We have at least one bit of. evidence 
to that effect right in Marion. A highly 
responsible resident of that community 
attests to the fact that he saw a cam- 
era-laden car being unloaded in front of 
the church where the troubles centered, 
and then a demonstration begin just as 
the network photographer got into action. 
How is that, in many cases, the televi- 
sion people have been alerted as to the 
time and place of a demonstration while 
law enforcement officers were kept in the 
dark? 

Is it that only with the help of this 
propaganda device—aiding aro abetting, 
and not merely reporting—tnat the Ne- 
gro "revolution" can succeed? Do these 
television people, who whine to Gov. Wal- 
lace in their telegrams, deserve some sort 
of special protection from the law? Or 
should they really be placed іг jail them- 
selves for deliberately inciting incidents 
which might lead to bloody rioting? 


LET'S STOP ALL this tomrr.yrot about 
"freedom of the press," and ask a few 
questions about the responsibility of the 
press. Freedom of the press means mere- 
ly the guaranteed right to express our- 
selves. It does not mean a governmen- 
tal license for a few self-appointed peo- 
ple, often incompetent, to distort and to 
misrepresent; to subvert *he truth or to 
indulge in unwarranted exaggerations for 
the purpose of increasing advertising rev- 
enue. Certainly the public has the right 
to know, but before our news media 
can convey the facts to the public, they 
„have got to learn for themseives. 
^ When the press association, the radio 
people and the television people shot off 
those bitter telegrams to Gov. Wallace, 
complaining about Marion, they didn't 
have the foggiest idea of what had real- 
ly gone on in Marion. 

They were misinformed, ilinformed, or 
uninformed, we don't know which, but we 
do know that if this is «һе best which 
our news media can offer us, we need 
some drastic changes—and most of all 
we need some mature people who will 
quit squalling about their rights, and be- 
gin to study more soberly their respon- 
sibilities. =

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HERE 15 A RIGHT WAY and a wrong way to try to 

achieve reform, whether it be in the realm of gov- 
ernment or in the social life of our nation. 

We pride ourselves on a belief in democracy—on 
the exercise of a rule of reason in our national life. 

We have rejected mobocracy as the manifestation 
of anger, of bitterness, and of unwillingness to let the 
rule of reason and the processes of law prevail. 

The American people have been witnessing in recent 
events in Alabama a failure to rely on Ln normal 
functioning of a democracy. 

Whatever the provocation, the fact is that passion 
&nd threats of physical force have never bred a spirit 
of confidence in any constitutional system. А 

Unfortunately, the “demonstrations” have been led 
by men who should know better. The leaders have 
included not merely protagonists for meritorious 
causes, but clergymen who, while preaching nonvio- 
lence, have closed their eyes to the incitement to vio- 
lence which results from street “demonstrations” and, 
in some cases, from defiance of the law itself. 

It has been argued that the police in the South are 
prejudiced. But how can we explain the outbreaks 
in cities like Chicago and New York, where the offi- 
cers of the law have been attacked and, indeed, where 
the cry of police “brutality” has been raised? Yet the 
handling of disorders and incidents that may lead to 


violence is the duty of the local police. We cannot , 


delegate it to a national police force. 

Understandably, “demonstrations” get publicity 
from coast to coast and are designed to mobilize pub- 
lic opinion behind worthy causes. But does this mean 
that we cannot utilize effectively the public forum, the 
printed word of the press, and the spoken word of radio 
and television? Cannot a righteous cause be success- 
fully or persuasively espoused except by mobs in street 
“demonstrations” or by fanatics who have carried 
their campaign of intimidation even to the imside of 


‘the White House, only to be dragged out by police 


and arrested when they ignored requests to leave. 


Have we had a dispassionate discussion of the 


‘race problem itself? Have we endeavored to make peo- 


ple on both sides of the controversy in other sections 
of the country, as well as in the South, aware of the 


к complex nature of а social problem of this kind? 
77 Essentially, the prejudices that are expressed on 


racial issues are not really based upon ethnic differ- 
ences. They are based on the differences between man 
апа man. Segregation has reflected a custom—a habit 
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of our — merely in the South but also in 
the North. Gradually, the laws have decreed that the 
principle of segregation is invalid. 

But cen the principle of integration be applied by 
law to the satisfaction of all who have felt the sting 
of discrimination? Isn't there also a problem in human 
relationships, in educating individuals, and in paving 
the way for better understanding between all „.зирь 


in the nation? And can this be accomplished better 


by mob violence than by the processes of reason? 
Does anyone who is familiar with life 1n a Southern 
community believe that there is hate in the hearts of a 
preponderant number of the citizens toward any race 
or population group? Even in the days of rigid segre- 
gation, whether in railroad stations or in hotels or in 
restaurants or in schools, the relations between whites 
and Negroes were far better in many parts of the South 
than they have become in recent years in the North. 


The key to a solution of the racial problem 
in community life lies in a better understanding of 
human nature. Does anyone who has studied this prob- 
lem in the South or elsewhere think for a moment that 
white people who have known Negroes over the years 
and have had personal and business relations with them 
are bent on inflicting hardships upon them, such as a 
denial of facilities for travel or of hotel accommocda- 
tions or of an opportunity to get a job? 

One finds that the responsible individual, irrespec- 
tive of race, who is able to conduct himself or herself 
honestly and with due regard for the rights of others 
invariably wins friends who remain true to that friend- 
ship, not for just a few years but throughout their lives. 
Why is it that we cannot widen this relationship to 
that of a community? Ministers of the gospel might 
better devote themselves to this task than to participa- 
tion in street riots. ... . 

The race question will never be solved with a po- 
liceman’s club any more than by “sit-ins” or other 
incitement to disorder and mob violence. 

We are dealing with the facts of life. Some of the 
"demonstrations" have turned out to be a form of or- 
ganized tragedy—a way of inflaming rather than cool- 


.ing passions. If this is continued, the end result can 


only be a retrogression, an emergence of hate and bit- 
terness on a wide scale, with the ultimate loss of the 
objective itself. 

There is a right way and a wrong way. The rule of 
reason is the right way. "Demonstrations" provocative 
of violence are the wrong мау.

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Ч Am The Law? 

The Advertiser, be certain, shares Ala- 
bama’s piereing concern that three min- 
isters were assailed by killers on the 
streets of Selma and one of them was 
mauled to the point of death. 

No single word in defense of this mur- 
derous assault can be offered. It can 
only be observed as a matter of reason 
that in every city and community in 
America there is a small element 
that is uncontrollable, an element that 
can be led to irrational, blood-curdling 
actions by one stimulus or another. A 
companion act to the Selma street trag- 
edy was seen when a Negro woman 
stabbed Dr. King in Harlem. Nobody said 
that act tymfied the feeling of Harlem 
toward King. 

Despite solicitude for the injuries to 
the three ministers from Massachusetts 
and California, it is in order to consider 
objectively the presence in Alabama of 
the hundreds of ministers from other 
states. By lending themselves to defiance 
of the Alabama government and of the 
federal government, they soiled the cloth 
and demened the pulpit. 

They disqualified themselves as moral 
preceptors. They make it seem droll 
that we stew over violence on screen 
and tube as it may affect the young 
when clergymen of the rank of bishop 
descend fom the air in pomp and cir- 
cumstance to take the law into their own 
hands. 

Their rash intrusion upon the heaving 
scene is the more repugnant to the ven- 
erable tradition of the pulpit when you 
consider the likelihood that a great many 


of them probably lacked the wit and : 


discipline to comprehend the essential 
nature of their lawlessness. The bilind 
emotionalism of the abolitionist of an- 
other day propelled them. 

The jagged irony of their exhibition is 
that, in boarding planes at northern air- 
ports for the descent upon Alabama, 
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many өй these clergymen must have 
carried with them Monday afternoon 
newspapers telling of President John- 
son's congressional message fhat na- 
tional lawlessness must be abated, par- 
ticularly law defiance in the streets. 
These ministers no doubt read John- 
son's appeal for law and order with an 
approval second only to that for John- 


son's twangy indictment of Alabama. 


That devotional conciuded, the ministers 
then fell in behind King's guidon and 
marched in defiance of Alabama's gov- 
ernment, a federal court order and a 
presidential appeal. 

They set themselves above the law. 
This was indeed a memorable kickoff in 
the presidential crusade against the na- 
tional crime rate! 

Most of these ministers came to angry 
up the brew in Alabama and they came 
from cities where it is not safe to walk 
the streets. 

Forty of the ministerial grenadiers 
came from New York: There is a city 
where citizens won't phone the police 
when they look out of a window on a 
rape or murder. 

These New Yorkers came to “violent” 
Alabama from a city where a Sunday 
afternoon is hideous with the sound of 
the gunfire that erased Malcolm X, the 
echoes being retaliatory bomb explosions 
in mosques. The subways have to 
be policed. 

Those ministers in our midst who 
came from Philadelphia could see on 
television yesterday that extreme mea- 
sures have been taken to protect life on 
its subways. At night, on every loading 
ramp and in every subway car is sta- 
tioned a policeman with a club and a 
police dog with glistening fang. The po- 
liceman is not an Alabama trooper 
and the dogs don't belong to Bull Connor. 

The insensate Pharisees have depart-

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Selma Officials Decide-N egroes 
Don’t Know What They Want 


SELMA (АР) — The strange 
tactic used by the 57 Selma 
Negroes arrested Monday was 
as frustrating, if not as trou- 
blesome, as their recent mas- 
sive street demonstrations 
which landed hundreds in jail, 
authorities said. 

*This shows," said Sheriff 
James Clark, "whether or not 
they reall want to register. 
That's not what they want. Who 
knows wbat they want?" 


Selma's Police Commissioner 
Wilson Baker had a similar 
comment. 


“I just don’t know what che 
answer is," he said. "They get 
what tey say they want, then 
they tell you they want some- 

erent.

“When you get people who 
defy all law, al, state and 
federal, I see no answer.” 

The law officers were refer- 
ring to the formal moves the 
Negro civil rights group has 
taken recently in their vote reg- 
istration drive. 


Last Friday they had peti- 
tions directed to the county reg- 
istrars and the mayor of Sel. 
ma, asking for an appearance 
sheet which would indicate their 
desire to register. 

Monday the same group is- 
sued a statement saying, “If 
Negroes are required to sign a 
list, this is mere racial dis- 
crimination ...” 

Newsmen asked the Rev. 
James. Bevel of Atlanta. ane af 


the Negro leaders, about *he 
appearance sheet arrangement. 

“Ме changed ‘our minds,” 
Bevel said. 

If the Negro’s tactic was 
strange, the strategy of Sheriff 
Clark was equally out of his 
routine of the past week. 
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When about 175 Negro young- 
sters showed up to protest the 
jailing of the adults, Clark al- 
lowed them to stand along the 
sidewalk After they had been 
there nearly an hour, they ap- 
parently decided to leave. They 
walked off without .being ar- 
rested. 

Just before the 57 were ar- 
rested Sheriff Clark read a court 
order to them over a bullhorn 
which probitied demonstrations 


around the courthouse. When he 
finished he looked up from the 
paper and said to the group: 

“This is Sheriff Clark. If you 
are a resident and over 21 you 
may enter to sign the appear- 
ance book Otherwise you will 
disperse immediately or be held 
in contempt of court. 

"How many of you want to 
go in and Sign?” 

A Negro woman, dressed in 
a blue print summer dress, 
shouted from the ranks: 

“We want to register ” 

The word register was mis- 
pronounced Clark looked at her. 
"How do you spell that," he 
said. The remark caused a burst 
of laughter among the sheriffs 
deputies standing at the court- 
house entrance. 


“We're not going to sign no 
book." the woman said. 

“Well, then you're under ar- 
rest." said Sheriff Clark. 

“Thank you That's what we 
came for," said the woman. 

“That's what I thought," the 
sheriff rephed. “You don't want 
to vote at all." 


The arrests came after the 57 
Negroes lined up on the bright, 
sunny Sidewalk at 2:30 p.m. 

Sheriff's deputies guided them 
up the steps and into the mar- 
ble-floored corridor of the mod- 
ern, green Dallas County court- 
house. 

Clark asked each in turn, 
“Do you want to register?” 

The Negroes would nod, some 
of them would answer “Yes, 


sir," others plainly frightened, 
would say nothing and the sher- 
iff would ask the question 
again. “Do you want to vote?” 

Then he said, “АШ right, step 
down the hall right there on 
your right.” 

There the County Registrar, 
V. B. Atkins stood in the door- 
wav of his office He is a 
stocky, almost portly man with 
close-cropped white hair and bi- 
focal glasses pushed down on 
his nose. 


As the Negroes walked up, 
he said," pointing to a hand- 
move on," pointing to a hand- 
written notice beside the door 
which said, “Feb. 15, 1965 will 
be the next registration day." 

Occasionally Atkins would 


question the Negroes. ; 
"Can you read that sign, old 
man," he asked one of them.

Atkins. 


“No sir." said the man. 

“Well isn't that nice," said 
Atkins. “You can't read and yet 
you want to vote. Move along." 


A complaint of Selma and Dal- 
las County officials has been 
that the matter of voting regula- 
tions is out of their hands, in- 
volving state laws and now fed- 
eral court orders. 

The Negro leaders agree, how- 
ever, but have chosen their di- 
rect approach to dramatize what 
they consider the unfairness of 
the law.

asks us not to flout and, more, which is 
itself immoral. 

If you think not #0, consider: 

The Administration bill offers a 
formula—ae complicated one, which we 
will come to in a moment—to prohibit 
"certain states from using any test of 
а citizen's ability to read and write our 
language as a qualification for voting. 

The argument for doing this is the 
j5th Amendment to the Constitution 
which provides, clearly enough, that 
neither the Federal Government nor 
any state shall deprive a citizen of his 
vote “‘on account of” his race or color. 

But the proposed bill does not stop 
with providing means against the vio- 
lation of the 15th Amendment. It does 
not aim at insuring that any such 
state literacy test shall be fairly 
drawn and impartially 
so that it may not be used as an ex- 
cuse to deprive anyone of his vote “оп 
account of" his race. 

е ә © М 

The effect —and indeed the purpose 
—would be to abolish such tests en- 
tirely in the affected states. And that 
flies squarely in the face of this self- 
same Constitution which the President 
professes to uphold. 

The very first article of that Can- 
stitution authorizes the individual 
states to decide the qualifications of 
voters in both Federal and state elec- 
tions, subject only to the proviso that 
whoever is deemed qualified to vote 
for “the most numerous branch of the 
state legislature” is automatically 
qualified to vote in Federal elections. 
¬ Making this а state function was no 
casual decision. It was reaffirmed in 
identical language in the 17th Amend- 
ment — adopted, incidentally, more 
than 40 years after the 15th Amend- 
ment, which provided that all such 
qualifications should be impartially ap- 
plied among all citizens. 

This principle in the Constitution 
has been repeatedly upheld and af- 
firmed by the U.S. Supreme Court, not 
merely in dusty antiquity but as re- 
cently as 1959 by judges presently sit- 
ting upon that bench. 

Now we are well aware that there 
are a good many people, and perhaps 
the President is included, who oppose 
any literacy requirement. say 
that a man's illiteracy is i t to 
the question of having his Judgment 
counted in public affairs. No man can 
quarrel with the right of such people 
to argue their case and, if persuasive, 
to alter the Constitution so as to pro- 
hibit them. 
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Bot the requirement that voters be 
able to read and write (а by no means 


pholding another which is in no

Nor does the question end there,

A few moments reflection on this 
formula will suggest such weird para- 
doxes, and the possibility of such 
strange discriminations, as to stagger 
the mind. 


A minor one is that a strict appli- 
cation of the formula would probably 
make it applicable to Alaska. How- 
ever, a way has been devised to ex- 
empt it, which as much as anything 
suggests that the intent is not to write 
& general rule of law but to subject 
certain states to special laws. 

Not so minor, but certainly weird, 
із the provision that a person once reg- 
istered as a voter by the Federal au- 
thorities will be stricken from the list 
if he fails to vote “at least once dur- 
ing three consecutive years while 
listed." In short, you have

you can't. 
Of more ence is the fact 
that if we have law a citisen, 
white or Negro, can be entitled to a 


vote in Alabama no matter how il- 
literate he is, or for that matter even 
if he is a moron. But if the same citi- 
zen, white or Negro, lives in New York 
State he will not be entitled to vote. 
^ This would create а truly ingenious 
paradox. The illiterate citizen, Negro 
ог otherwise, would find himself with 
more "rights" in Alabama and her 
five outcast sister states than in the 


great state of New York. More, the. 
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educational level of the voting citizens 

of e — — of which is

by civil rights leaders, would be fur- 

ther reduced. And this by Federal 
sanction. 

Unfortunately, the irony is not 
funny. Beneath the paradox lies a 
serious question. Is it moral that our 
national laws should apply one rule to 
one state and another to another, re- 
quiring that the people of one state 
abolish qualifications for voters while 
the people of another state may up- 
hold their standards? 

Nor is that the end of the conse- 
quences of that weird formula. Recall 
that it permits the Federal Govern- 
ment to put al! this machinery in mo- 
tion, the take-over of the whole voting 
procedure by Federal authorities, only 
when the voting percentage of a state 
falis below 5096 of the voting age popu- 
lation. If there was ever a device 
open to what President Johnson calls 
manipulation, this is it. 

So long as a state contrives that 
one-half of its adults vote, it is free of 
the formula. This wil not be over- 
looked by ingenious men who can con- 
trive many things when justice is 
measured by percentages.

And this brings us to what we think 
is the fundamental immorality of this

The Constitutional duty of the Fed- 
eral Government is to see that this 
right is not abridged—anywhere, popu- 
lous states or sparse states, Northern 
states or Southern states, where many 
go to the polls or where few take the 
trouble to. The means of assuring this 
—everywhere—is what any Federal 
voting law ought to do, and all it ought 


to do. | 

To play with complicated formulas, 
to measure justice by percentages, and 
Чо aim punitive laws at some states, 
not only violates both the letter and 
the spirit of the Constitution but buries 
the rea] moral question in sophistry.

registratioh lines and demonstrations in Dallas County, Alabama, 
from January 2, 1965, to date. Photographs are desired for 
production in a civil suit brought by the NAACP against 
Sheriff James G. Clark to determine whether or not Clark is in 
violation of U. S. District Judge Frank M. Thomas' order 
proscribing registration procedures in Dallas County. Mr. Doar 
said that he knows it is also Judge Thomas' desire that these 
photographs be produced in this action. 
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Doar advised that the Department had no objection to 
production of the photographs, and he would like for it to be 
done without expense to the Government and with the minimum loss 
of any Agent time. He said he felt arrangements could be made 
for a stipulation that the Bureau be reimbursed for the cost of 
reproducing these pictures and that they could be produced in 
court by a single representative of the Bureau to authenticate 
that the pictures are a fair representation of the circumstances 
existing when they were taken.

The photographs desired are those taken by Agents at 
the request of the Department of registration lines and 
demonstrations in Dallas County since the initiation of the yoter 
registration drive there on January 2, 1965. They would run to 
several hundred in number.

This would appear to be the more 
desirable course as it would avoid any later claim that the 
Bureau offered special assistance to either of the litigants.

Plaintiffs filed on January 22, 1965, a complaint 
under Title 28 U.S.C., Section 1343(3) and (4); and Title 
42 U.S.C., Section 1971(a) and (b), as amended; and Title 42 
U.S.C., Sections 1981 and 1983, seeking temporary гевігаіпіте 
order, and preliminary and permanent injunction against the 
defendants, their agents, employees, and successors, praying 
that the defendants be enjoined from arresting, prosecuting, 
and refusing to discharge from bail, the persons who have 
heretofore been arrested; and from harassing, intimidating, 
threatening and coercing or interfering in any way with the 
attempt of the plaintiffs and the members of the named classes 
either to register to vote, or as registered voters to vouch 
for those attempting to register to vote or encourage regis- 
tration for the purpose of voting, and to persuade voting 
registrars of Dallas County to comply with the Constitution 
and laws of the United States securing United States citizens 
the right to vote, as well as the order of this court in 
United States v. Atkins, Civil Action No. 2584. Motion for 
temporary restraining order was filed with said complaint. 

On January 23, 1965, the Court issued a temporary 
restraining order setting out the procedure to be followed 
concerning the registration of prospective voters. On January 
30, 1965, this Court modified its temporary restraining order 
to set out further guide lines concerning the registration 
of voters in Dallas County. 

The plaintiffs filed a motion for additional relief 


and for an order to show cause on January 28, 1965. On 











{ 
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February 12, 1965, plaintiffs filed a motion, supplemental to 
motion for additional relief and order to show cause. The 
plaintiffs in these two motions sought an order to show cause 
against the defendants, — the defendants show cause 
why they should not be held in contempt of the Court's order 
of January 23, 1965, as modified on January 30, 1965, and 
summarily punished for such contempt. This Court issued a 
show-cause order on March 25, 1965, against the defendant, 
Sheriff James G. Clark, Jr., only. The show cause hearing 
was held in Selma, Alabama, on April 26, 1965. At that time 
witnesses were heard and exhibits offered. After a con- 
tinuance, the Court took the case under submission on May 18, 
1965. 

Much of what this Court said in its order of Jan- 


uary 23, 1965, was still applicable at the time of the hear- 
ing: 

"This Court believes that neither the plaintiffs 

nor the defendants have made or are making a 

Sincere effort to obtain the registration of 

qualified voters of Dallas County in an orderly 

and effective manner.  Unnecessary arrests have 

been made, provoked by unnecessary assemhlage 

of people at improper places." 
Neither of the parties has come into court with "clean hands." 
Both sides are guilty of improprieties. The Court feels that 
its order of January 23, 1965, was written in simple and con- 
cise terms, yet neither side has made a concerted effort to 
carry out the provisions set forth in the order. 2 i 

Plaintiffs complain of the actions of Sheriff Clark, 

beginning on January 25, 1965, and going through February 10, 
1965. All of the incidents complained of grew out of ac- 
tions that occurred in and around the Dallas County, Alabama, 
Court House. The plaintiffs were either attempting to 
register to vote or encouraging others to register to vote 
during this period. This Court's earlier order set out the 
guide lines to be followed concerning these two groups of 
people: 

"People legally entitled to register should be 


permitted to do so in an orderly fashion cal- 
culated to produce that result....People who

are interested in encouraging people legally 
qualified to register have a perfect right to 
lend such encouragement, and as long as this is 
sought through peaceful assemblage, such as- 
semblage is not to be illegally interfered with. 
This court intends to see that such interference 
is not exerted. Violence on either side will not 
be tolerated by this court. Interference with 
peaceful assemblage will not be tolerated by 

this court. Unreasonable assemblage in, and in 
the immediate vicinity of, the Dallas County 
Court House, such as to interfere with the or- 
derly dispatch of business in said court house, 
will not be tolerated." . 


This Court further in the same order said: 
"Those interested in encouraging others to 
register to vote have the right peaceably to 
assemble outside the court house, but shall 
not do so in such a way as to interfere with 
lawful business expected to be transacted in 
the court house. Such persons also have a right to 
peaceably assemble without molestation, and will be 
permitted to do so; but violence, either by those 
so assembled or officers entitled to surveillance 
over such assemblage, or on the part of outsiders, 
will not be tolerated at such assemblage." 
The plaintiffs, and others similarly situated, 
were in and around the Dallas County Court House almost every 
day from January 27, 1965, until February 10, 1965. Plain- 
tiffs state that their purpose in being at the court house 
was either to register to vote or to encourage others to 
register to vote. These purposes are protected by the Court's 
order of January 23, 1965. 
On most occasions when confronted by the plaintiffs, 
Sheriff Clark and his deputies acted with propriety and re- 
straint. However, the notable exception to this occurred on 
February 10, 1965, when approximately two hundred Negroes, 
mostly 'teen-agers and children, assembled at the Dallas 


County Court House. The group held signs urging equal voting 





rights for Negroes. The demonstrators were not disorderly. 





About 2:30 p.m., Sheriff Clark and his deputies ordered the 
group to disperse. The group refused, so they were taken on 
a "forced march." The group was forced to either run or walk 
at a brisk pace for over four miles. Sheriff Clark and his 
deputies rode in cars, taking turns walking and conducting 
the march with posse men. Sheriff Clark himself was in a 


car at all times while the march was occurring. Several

members of the group marching were stuck with a cattle prod 
on the march. 
This action by the sheriff on February 10, 1965, 
in arresting, harassing, and intimidating members of the class 
protected by the January 23, 1965, order of the court places 
him in direct contempt of the following portion of that order: 
"This order in nowise is intended to interfere 


with the legal enforcement of the laws of the 
State of Alabama, Dallas County, or the City 


of Selma. But under the guise of enforcement 
there shall be no intimidation, harassment 

or the like, of the citizens of Dallas Count 
legitimately attempting to register to vote, 
nor of those legally attempti to aid others 
in registering to vote or encouraging them 
to register to vote.” (Emphasis added] 

The Court finds that Sheriff James G. Clark, Jr., 
16 in contempt of this Court's order of January 23, 1965, 
and he 1s ordered to pay a fine in the amount of One Thousand 
Five Hundred Dollars ($1,500.00). 

In order to insure effective future compliance with 
the restraining order, the following observations should be 
borne in mind. This Court is keenly aware of the fact that 
an atmosphere of racial unrest and threat of violence de- 
tracts from the orderly enforcement of the law. The registra- 
tion of voters cannot be considered in a vacuum apart from 
the other facets of the clvil rights effort. Should excesses 
on the part of duly authorized law enforcement officials ог DHT 

or those persons or groups opposed to said civil rights movement, 
representatives of the civil rights movement/have the effect 
of creating an atmosphere of racial unrest and threat of vio- 
lence, then the cause thereof will be subjected to the mandate 
of the restraining order of this court, be it directed at 
School desegregation, integration of places of public ac- 
commodation, or voter registration.

Reverend JOHN RUSKIN“ CLARK of the First Unitarian 
Church, 4190 Front Street, San Diego, California, personally .. 
appeared at the pulpit of his church on Sunday, September 12, 
1965. He stated that he was going to speak this Sunday and 
the next Sunday, September 19, 1965 on his experiences, 
observations, etcetera, concerning his stay in Selma, Alabama 
from August 8 through August 24, 1965. He stated that his 
transportation and subsistance costs were borne almost entirely 
by voluntary donations from members of his church. 


He stated that he made this trip primarily to 
demonstrate that the civil rights struggle is a continuing 
thing and to let the people in that area of Alabama know that 
the rest of the country has not forgotten them. He said that 
a central information bureau has been established in Selma to 
coordinate all the various phases of activity conducted by the 
Unitarian clergy in that area. He mentioned that 70 Unitarian 
Ministers had partipated in'tre march from Selma to Montgomery, 
Alabama. 


He stated that Mrs. JIMMIE LEE JACKSON, a victim's 
mother, is being helped by money from the Reeb Memorial Fund. 
He stated that he was immediately accepted by the Negro 
community in Selma as well as by the Student Non-Violent 
Coordinating Committee (SNCC) in Selma. He described a march 
in Birmingham, Alabama from convention hall to the city hall 
in which he noted optimistically that the police had furnished 
an escort. He also described a demonstration at Fort Deposit 
at which there were numerous armed whites and 28 demonstrators 
were arrested after a few minutes and taken to the Hayneville, 
Lowndes County Jail. He stated that some time after the 
arrests doctors went to the jail to see how these people were 
being treated and he commented that the treatment was not too 
good.

JUDGMENT AND DECREE 

The complainant, State of Alabama, having heretofore filed its bill in 

this cause seeking temporary and permanent injunction to restrain and enjoin the 
respondent ín his official capacity as Judge of Probate of Dallas County, Alabama, 
from placing the names of any persons submitted to hím by federal voting examiners, 
pursuant to the "Voting Rights Act of 1965,' on any official voting list of Dallas 
County, and also from publishing the names of such persons on any list of qualified 
voters, or issuíng any certificates that such persons have the necessary qualifíca- 
tions to-vote under the laws of Alabama; and the Court upon due consideration there- 
of, as allowed by law, did issue a temporary injunction whereby the respondent was 
enjoined and restrained as prayed in complainant's bill pending further orders of 
the Court; and it appearing the respondent, as Judge of Probate of Dallas County, 
Alabama, was thereupon duly served ín the manner allowed and required by law with a 
copy of said temporary writ of injunction together with a summons and copy of the 
bill of complaint on the lith. day of September, 1965; and it further appearing that 
said respondent has now duly filed a motion to dissolve the said temporary in- 
junction upon the sole ground there is no equity in the bill; and this cause being 
duly submitted comes on for hearing upon said motion to dissolve the temporary in- 
junction upon hearing, and argument had; there are accordingly, in tis opinion of 
the Court, many questions presented vithin the competence and jurisdiction of thís 
Court. Patent and palpable are these questions: 1. The applicability of and the 
field of operation of many provisions of Title 12, Elections, Code of Alabama 1940, 
as amended, if the legality of the "Voting Rights Act of 1965" 18 conceded? 2. The 
duties and obligations of the respondent Probate Judge of Dallas County under the 
Election Laws of the State of Alabama by the supersedence or contravention of the 
provisions of the "Voting Rights Act of 1965" over the State Election Laws? 3. Тһе 


legality of the "Voting Rights Act of 1965" as a constitutional enactment and víth* 


the legítimate powers of the Federal Government?

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It appears fron the submission that the parties and their counsel so view 
the effect of the pleadings. 

Because of the radical nature of the Act and the gravity of its impact 
upon the areas where it is being enforced, the Court believes the Act should be 
considered in all its aspects with respect to whether or not it is a legitimate 
exercise of the legislative powers, specific or implicit in the United Status 
Conetitution. This is particularly true because enforcement of the Act radically 
alters the elective processes and the rights of suffrage as established and fixed 
by the Constitution and Laws of the State of Alabama and the Constitution of the 
United States as heretofore construed. The i imposes duties upon 
the Alabama election officials contrary to and in violation of the requirements of 
Alabama Es 

If, upon examination and thoughtful consideration of the "Voting Rights 
Act of 1965" the Court is of the opinion said Act is an unwarranted and illegal 
exercise of the Federal legislative perogative, such a finding, of necessity, will 
pretermit any consideration of questions 1 and 2 in this — The Court is not 
unmindful of the duty of all courts to uphold and support the Federal Constitution, 
but this does not preclude our power or responsibility to determine the validity of 


the legislation which has brought about this direct conflict with long established 


State Constitutional provisions and laws which бача never been actackRed as being 
contrary to provisions of the Federal Constitution.

Each provision goes on to state that "the Electors in each State shall 

have the Qualifications recuisite fer Electors of the most numerous Branch of the 

State Legislature". So vtile the right of suffrage is established and guaranteed by 

the Constitution, it is subject to the imposition of state standards which are not 

discriminatory and do not cortravene any restriction that Congress, acting pursuant 

to its constitutional powers, has КЕНІ. (emphasis supplied) , 
The Supreme Court of the United States on March 1, 1965, held: "The

It съ appears thet the Supreme Court of the United States, more than a 
year after the adoption of the 24th. Amercment to the Federal Constitution viewed said 
Amendment as having no general field of operation except as specifically expressed іп 
its terms. The 24th. Amendment serves only to bar the payment of poll taxes as a 
prerequisite to vote for named Federal officers. It did not prescribe registration 
procedures and it did not bar literacy qualifications as a prerequisite to vote in 
Federal and State elections. Further it granted 2 Federal Government no funda- 


mental powers or even an aegis of general authority. By Article II, Section 1, of 


the Constitution the founding fathers gave Congress only the right to “determine the 





time of choosing the electors, ard the day on which they shall give their votes; 

which day shall be the same throughout the United States". : | 
Had the National Congress possessed the legislative prerogatives sought to 

be exercised in the "Voting Rights Act of 1965" the submission of the 26th. Amendment 


to the Constítution would have been unnecessary, futile and redundant,

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When the 15th. Amendment was adopted it did not deprive the States of 
their constitutional power to determine who had the "right to vote" under Article I, 
Section 2, or any other provisions of the Constitution which fíxed and recognized 
this State power. Some years after the passage of the 15th. Amendment the Supreme 
Court held that the right of suffrage is not one of the necessary privileges of a 
citizen of the United States and said: "The Constitution of the United States does 
not confer the right of suffrage upon anyone, and that the Constitutiens and lews of 
the iix States which commit that important trust to men alone are not necessarily 
void." Thís made necessary the passage of the 19th. Amendment to extend the franchise 
to females. Над the Congress wanted to make the franchise universal, іп 1919 when 
the 19th. Amendment was submitted or in 1962 when the 24th. Amendment was submitted, 
it could have worded said amendments to give "all citizens of the United States the 
right to vote", but instead the Congress submitted both amendments limited by "— 
ology of known interpretation and construction as follows: "Тһе right of citizens 
of the United States to vote". 

Neither the Federal Constitutionnerthe 15th., 17th., 19th. and 24th. Amend- 
ments, which have been adopted over the past century and as late as 1964, have added 
the right of suffrage to the privileges and immunities of United States citizenship. 
The right to vote does not spring from such citizenship. If the purpose of the Con- 
gress is to substitute a plebiscite for an election it should submit an amendment to 
the Constitution whereby such substitution can be legally effected. 

There is no provision against the requirement of literacy, or any prohibi- 
tion against denial of suffrage because of illiteracy. In fact, the very nature of 
voting assumes that a voter is able to read the names of the candidates for whom he 
ballots, or the provisions of a constitutional amendment or a referendum submitted to 
the electorate. The processes of our National government may not reflect the applica- 
tion of voter intelligence, but to say that government is devoid of the need of in- 


telligent direction is to run counter to our fundamental ideas of democratic govern- 


ment. 
The "Voting Rights Act of 1965" requires the Respondent to put on the 


official list of voters persons who can neither read nor write. A voting requirement 
of literacy is neither arbitrary nor invidious, and in the opinion of this Court, un- 
der State law, may be made & condition prerequisite to registration or voting. Those 
particular provisions of the "Voting Rights Act of 1965" which seek to define quali- 


fications for electors are an affirmative exercise of power beyond the constitutional 
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7. Minor v. Happersett, 21 Wallace 162, 88 U.S. 627 
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&uthority of Congress, and hence invalid and inoperative. The effort on the part of 
the Congress to enfranchise the illiterate and the mentally incompetent is outside 
the powers of Congress. 

"Extraordinary conditions do not create or enlarge constitutional power. 
The Constitution established a national government with powers deemed to be adequate, 
as they have proved to be both ín war and peace, but these powers of the National 
Government are limited by the constitutional grants. Those who act under these grants 
are not at liberty to transcend the imposed límits because they believe more or 
different power is МОКА - 

Subsection (b) of Section 4 of the "Voting Ríghts Act of 1965" involves а 


flagrant violation of permissible constitutional standards of classification. It may 


properly express a current antipathy for the proscribed States but it confers no le- 


gality. The Congress has assumed that because Alabama has a literacy requirement for 
its voters coupled with an irrebutable Federal administrative fínding that less than 
50% of its citizens of voting age voted in the presidential election of 1964 conclu- 
sively showed widespread violations of the 15th. Amendment. This is fantasy, and 
bears no remote relatíon to the true facts or any relationship to the race or color 
criteria of the 15th. Amendment. This legislative assumption is of a jurisdictional 
nature, ав it must exist before the Act can be applied to Alabama. In reality the 
legislative assumption aenies due process because of its irrefutable character; more- 
over, it bears no reasonable relation to the negative criteria which authorizes legís- 
lation for enforcement of the 15th. Amendment. The Congress has arbitrarily set up 
classifications under which the Act may be invoked, without any requirement of judi- 
cial proof or procedure whereby the preemptory motivation may be judicially questioned. 
These features contravene the constitutional guarantees of due process and equality 
of treatment under the law, and further evidence the unconstitutional character of 
the Voting Rights Act. 

Alabama was admitted as a State into the Union in 1819 under the terms of 
the Northwest Ordinance and this Court assumes such admission was on the terms of . 
"equal footing", as that expression is known to the lav. The "equal footing" clause 
has been held to refer to polítical rights and to sovereignty: It does not, of 
course, include lé LE or standing. There has never been equality among 


the States ín that sense. The "equal footing" clause prevents extension of the sov- 


ereignty of a State into a domain of political and sovereign power of the United

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States from whích the other States have been excluded, just as it prevents a contrac- 
tion of sovereignty (Pollard's Lessee v. Hagan, supra) which would produce inequality 
among the States. For equality of States means that they are not “less or greater, 
or different in dignity or — It is difficult to reconcile such lofty concepts 
of government with the provisions of the "Voting Ríghts Act of 1965", which ís 
essentially a political pogr@m of pre-selected States. 

Additionally, the Court is forcibly impressed with those features of the 
Act which bring ít into conflict with Article I, Section 9, of the Constitution. The 
Act deprives Alabama of its admitted constitutional right to legislate with respect 
to the electoral process in Alabama because of past acts, i.e., to say acts which 
occurred on or prior to November 1964. Because of the congressional assumption of 
wrong doing as of November 1964 the State of Alabama is denied the right for five 
years to legislate by exercise of its admitted right to fix voter qualifications on ' 
a non-discriminatory basis. This inflicts a penalty or punishment upon the citizen- 
ship of the entire State without judicial trial for statutorily presumed past malcon- 
mis This results in a legislative straight jacket of an ex post facto nature, and 
one which certainly fits the judicial definition of a bill of attainder. Article I, 
Section 1: Clause 3, simply states: "No Bill of Attainder or ex post facto Law shall 


be passed". It ís a limitation upon the powers of Congress. It does not particu- 


larize or limit its application to persons. . It is a flat prohibition as to congres- 


sional enactment.

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Other aspects of the Voting Rights Act reveal obvious violations of 
constitutionally protected rights, but their specification at this point would, 
in effect, be mere cumulative recitals of the illegal exercise of legislative 
power under the simulated and unconstitutional premise of enforcing the Fifteenth 
Amendment. 

Upon careful consideration of the entire range of the Voting Rights Act 
as measured against constitutional guarantees, limitations and requirements, it is 
the Court's positive opinion that the Voting Rights Act of 1965 is clearly un- 
constitutional and cannot be validly grounded upon the negative aspects of Section 
2 of the Fifteenth Amendment, or an extension of the Equal Protection Clause, and 
that said petitioner is entitled to the relief prayed for in his bill of complaint; . 
and this Court finds that said Voting Rights Act of 1965 must necessarily be de- 
clared void so far as its operation in the State of Alabama is concerned. 

Accordingly, IT IS HEREBY ORDERED, ADJUDGED AND DECREED that the re- 
spondent's motion to dissolve the temporary injunction heretofore issued in thís 
cause be, and the same is, hereby overruled and denied. It is further ordered 
that said.temporary injunction against respondent be, and the same is, hereby made 


permanent.
